Remember That Dues Are Due 


Bill Barrons, Administrator, reminds that dues, 
which are billed in arrears, are due by the end of 
the month in which you receive a statement and 
are delinquent thereafter. For example, a state- 
ment dated April 1, 2006, which is for dues dur- 
ing January, February, and March, is due by 
April 30 and is delinquent thereafter. Use the 
pre-addressed envelope that is now enclosed with 
your statement to send your check.

Instead of being available in the office during 
fixed office hours, Rocky Bauer, the secu- 
rity/maintenance manager, is available on call.

Special radio receivers that alert you to a tsu- 
nami watch or warning are available from the 
office at the special price of $55 for members. (No 
cash, please. Either pay by check or ask the asso- 
ciation to bill you.) 


Warning: Either Observe the Speed Limit or Pay 
an Assessment 


The posted speed limit on the roads of Surf Pines 
is 25 miles per hour. Deputy sheriffs use radar to 
check speed. If drivers exceed the posted speed 
limit, then assessments may be levied against the 
drivers. 


Seven drivers have been assessed recently 
for speeding on the roads of Surf Pines. As- 
sessments are based on the schedule of fees cur- 
rently in use by Oregon courts: 


MPH in Excess of Posted Speed Assessment 


1-10 $94 

11-20 $141 
21-30 $237

Obtain Free Wood Mulch 


The association has a quantity of wood mulch 
available free for residents. If you load the mulch 
yourself, then you can schedule pickup at almost 
any time by calling the office at 738-0637. If you 
need someone to load the mulch for you, then you 
can call the office to put your name and telephone 
number on a list and anticipate pickup on a date to 
be set. probably either the first or second Saturday 
of May. (Sorry, but the association cannot deliver 
the wood mulch to you.) 


Bag Your Dog’s Feces 


If you own a dog, then you either walk your dog or 
your dog walks you. You and your dog walk in the 
park, on the paths, and on the roadsides of Surf 
Pines—where your neighbors walk too. If you are a 
dog owner who bags your dog's feces during a walk, 
then accept your neighbors’ thanks for your 
neighborly action. You can stop reading this item. 
If you cannot stop reading, then this item is for 
you. A consensus is forming among members, in- 
cluding members who own dogs. Members agree 
that a dog owner's not bagging his or her dog’s fe- 
ces is un-neighborly if the feces are either on asso- 
ciation property where members are likely to walk, 
including in the park, on the paths, and on the 
roadsides, or in neighbors’ yards. Please take the 
neighborly action.

Perhaps you were one of the lucky ones who got to see him occasionally. If you saw him, then you 
know that he was a sight to behold. No doubt about it, he was the undisputed king of Surf Pines, and 
I've got the photos to prove it. He loved to hang out in my backyard, and, like the rest of them that 
call Surf Pines home, he didn’t fear humans, no more than we fear him and his kind. With the excep- | 
tion of a rare nuisance, for most of us here they’re part of the family. But, unfortunately, his size made 

him unique, and his uniqueness made him a target. His size and trophy appearance would be his doom. | 


He had a name, probably several, but my wife and I called him BP. When he was young and before he 
got to know us, he spooked easily, like a big pussycat, and thus the name BP. Of course, what’s ina 
name, especially when you're just a deer? 


Until December of last year, BP was a real survivor. A couple of years ago, he survived an attack, ac- 
cording to a friend of mine who knows these things, with either an arrow or a small-caliber bullet. 
Thereafter, he developed a cyst the size of a grapefruit just below his neck, which resulted in a severe 
limp that he had for several months through that winter. I didn’t know if he was going to make it or 
not. He could have easily become a victim of either prey or disease. But tough and resilient, he made a 
full recovery. 


To say that these animals are tough and resilient is an understatement. BP was soon to become the big- 

gest buck in Surf Pines, and he owned the place. Besides enjoying an apple or two in my backyard, he (é) 
didn’t mind hamming it up for the camera. Many times, people with cameras would walk across the 

yard trying to get a close-up, and a close-up is what they got. He didn’t fear humans and I honestly be- 

lieve that he enjoyed the celebrity. 


Unfortunately, BP wasn’t being admired only by those of us who live in Surf Pines and appreciate the 
wildlife we're blessed with. Someone with sinister and deadly intentions had him in the sights, literally. 
The last time I saw the big guy was during rutting season when he and another large buck locked ant- 
lers and squared off in my backyard for twenty minutes. I was fortunate enough to get some great pho- 
tos. And in the end, there was no disputing who won that match. BP still reigned supreme. 















Then, in February, I received a call from a friend, who, by 
the way, happens to be an avid life-long hunter. My friend 
call to confirm my worst fear: that an unscrupulous bow 
hunter had shot my big Surf Pines buck, something my 
friend had predicted when he first saw BP. My friend had 
been at an establishment in Seaside, where he couldn’t 
help but notice several photos of a big buck. My friend 
recognized the buck. The distinctive palmation in the ant- 
lers, the size and features. and the fact that he’d seen be-

Now it’s bragged that, after several years and hundreds of hours of hunting this wily prey, a hunter 
took the big buck down somewhere in a dense swamp “just north of Gearhart, around Surf Pines.” If 
that story sounds suspicious, then maybe there’s more to it than the “hunter” will ever reveal. Maybe 
illegal hunting occurred. Or, heck, maybe the “hunter” was just “hunting” in the wrong backyard all 
those years and hours. Either way, it’s nothing for the “hunter” to be bragging about. 


Believe me, legitimate and honorable hunters are even more disgusted by this sort of “hunting” than 
those of us who don’t hunt. Shooting BP was about as sporting as going into someone’s backyard and 
shooting a pet Airedale. Real hunters know that this sort of “hunting” gives real hunting a bad name, 
plain and simple. 


We'll probably never know the true circum- 
stances of the death of BP. Maybe the kill was 
legal, but by no standard in my book was it ethi- 
cal. Obviously, the “hunter” who killed BP is 
unlikely to confess. So it might very well be that 
the only measure of justice for BP will be embar- 
rassment and shame for the “hunter.” Real 
hunters call it taking away the bragging rights. 
And, in this case, there are no bragging rights 
remaining when all of us know that BP was a 
tame Surf Pines deer with no fear of humans and 
that he wasn’t tracked through the mountains or 
hunted down deep in the woods. It was “just 
north of Gearhart, around Surf Pines.”

But do get as complete a description as possible of the hunter and the occurrence of hunt- 
ing, including time and place.

Consider a Special Service from Western Oregon Waste Boss

Garbage is a problem for weekend residents of Surf Pines. (And sometimes their garbage becomes a 
problem for their neighbors.) 


If, for example, weekend residents arrive at their homes in Surf Pines on Friday (garbage day), stay the 
weekend, depart from their homes on Sunday evening, and put their full garbage cans on the roadside 
as they depart, their garbage cans linger on the roadside until the next Friday. At best, the cans are 
unsightly. At worst, winds or animals knock the cans over and strew the garbage for their neighbors’ 
edification. 


A solution to this problem is available from Western Oregon Waste (WOW), our garbage service. WOW 
offers “non-curbside cart service,” a special service in which the garbage collector either drives or walks 

all of the way to the home to collect the garbage, empties the can, and then returns the can to its proper 
place. Whether you are a weekend resident or a fulltime resident, you might consider this service. 


For a 32-gallon can, the cost of non-curbside service per month is $8.21 for monthly service. $15.25 for 
bi-weekly service, and $23.46 for weekly service. For a 90-gallon can, the cost of the service per month 
is $13.49 for monthly service, $25.06 for bi-weekly service, and $38.55 for weekly service. 


To start non-curbside service, call WOW at (503) 738-5717 and then press 1 for residential service. (Tell 
the service representative if you do not want the garbage truck to use your driveway or if there is no 
place for the truck to turn around in your driveway.)
